Miss  I.  Marie  Scheie,  librarian 
of  Wartburg  college  since  1935, 
has  resigned  her  position  to  re¬ 
classify  the  163,000  volume  li¬ 
brary  of  the  Oregon  State  college 
at  Corvallis,  Oregon.  She  will 
leave  within  the  next  two  weeks 
to  start  her  duties  on  May  1. 

Miss  Scheie  came  to  Wartburg 
eight  years  ago  for  a  similar  po¬ 
sition,  that  of  reorganizing  into 
one  library  the  four  libraries  of 
St.  Paul,  Clinton,  Eureka,  and 
Waverly.  The  actual  supervision 
of  the  library,  which  included 
training  of  student  help,  was  a 
full-time  job  for  her. 

Well  known  to  the  students  for 
her  modest,  unassuming  manner, 
Miss  Scheie  is  a  well-liked  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty.  With  her  pleas¬ 
ant,  efficient  manner,  she  has 
been  a  decided  asset  to  Wartburg. 

Miss  Scheie  was  granted  her 
Master  of  Arts  degree  in  library 
science  from  the  University  of 
Michigan.  She  received  her  A.  B. 
degree  from  Concordia  college  and 
her  Librarian  certificate  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin.  She  has 
also  attended  the  University  of 
Minnesota. 

Mrs.  Alvin  E.  Fritz  has  been 
chosen  by  the  Library  Committee 
to  be  acting  librarian  for  the  rest 
of  the  semester.  She  will  have 
the  present  student  staff  under 
her  supervision.  A  permanent  li¬ 
brarian  has  not  yet  been  selected.

Negro  Soprano 
Comes  to  Teacher’s 
Home  Town.

Esther  Doby,  negro  dramatic  so¬ 
prano,  came  to  the  home  town 
of  her  favorite  teacher  Tuesday 
night  for  a  concert — and  delight¬ 
ed  the  audience  with  her  wide 
variety  of  selections. 

Her  teacher,  Harriet  Case  of 
Waverly,  who  for  many  years 
has  had  a  prominent  Chicago 
studio,  was  here  to  attend  the 
Wartburg  Artists  Series  con- 

This  program  was  the  fourth 
and  last  number  in  the  current 
Wartburg  college  Artists  Series. 

Appearing  with  Miss  Doby  was 
Joseph  Anderson,  pianist,  who 
proved  a  very  capable  accompan¬ 
ist,  and  was  especially  applauded 
for  his  solo  numbers.  He  delight¬ 
ed  his  audience  with  his  program 
and  several  encores  consisting  of 
"Moment  Musical"  by  Schubert, 
“Ballade  in  A  Flat"  by  Chopin, 
and  the  lovely  “Prelude,  Op.  2b, 
No.  7,"  also  by  Chopin.  He  ever- 
popular  “Liebestraum”  was  well 


received  as  was  Albeniz’  new  and 
exotic  “Casablanca." 

Miss  Doby  sang  with  much  sin¬ 
cerity  Handel's  “Thanks  Be  To 
Thee"  and  the  traditional  Negro 
melody,  “Steal  Away."  She  de¬ 
lighted  her  audience  with  Nevins’ 
charming  "Mighty  Lak'  A  Rose" 
and  “I  Know  Where  I'm  Goin'," 
a  lilting  Irish  country  song.  Al¬ 
though  she  performed  very  cap¬ 
ably  in  the  more  classical  numbers 
of  her  program,  she  appeared  at 
her  best  in  the  spirituals  and  the 
more  popular  numbers. 

So  insistent  and  persistent  was 
the  call  for  encores  that  it  was 
ended  only  when  Miss  Doby  mo¬ 
tioned  the  audience  lo  its  feet  to 
conclude  the  singing  of  "The  Bat¬ 
tle  Hymn  of  the  Reoublic.” 

When  she  arrived  at  Wart¬ 
burg,  Miss  Doby  immediately 
practiced  a  few  voice  exercises 
and  rested  in  the  women’s  dorm¬ 
itory.  There  it  was  learned  that 
although  Miss  Doby  spends  a 
great  deal  of  her  time  in  practice, 
she  manages  to  find  time  for  hob¬ 
bies.  She  delights  in  taking  long 
walks  and  took  her  first  long  walk 
on  an  Iowa  country  road  just 
few  day'  ago.  She 
knit,  ancT  said  that  :

The  Gilbert  and  Sulivan  light 
opera,  “H.  M.  S.  Pinafore"  will 
be  presented  by  the  Wartburg 
College  Choir  Apr.  29  and  30.  in 
the  Waverly  high  school  auditor¬ 
ium.  The  opera,  telling  the  story 
of  a  common  sailor's  love  for  the 
captain's  beautiful  daughter,  has 
been  an  ever  popular  favorite 
since  its  first  production  in  the 
1860's. 

Its  popularity  is  due  in  the  most 
part  to  the  fact  that  when  the 
choruses  of  seamen  and  Sir  Jo¬ 
seph's  relatives  are  not  singing 
Sullivan's  charming  and  catchy 
sea  music,  the  principals  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  Gilbert’s  clever  witti¬ 
cisms,  which  satirizes  England's 
Victorian  Navy. 

The  leading  roles  in  this  comic 
opera  are  played  by  Hans  Sand- 
rock  as  the  common  seaman,  and 
Lucia  Teske  as  the  captain’s 
daughter  with  whom  he  falls  in 
love.  The  entire  production  is 
under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Edwin 
Liemohn. 

Unique  Stage. 

The  action  of  the  opera  takes 
place  on  the  foredeck  of  the  H.  M. 
S.  Pinafore,  riding  at  anchor  in 
the  Portsmouth  harbor,  so  the 
stage  wall  be  a  replica  of  a  Vic¬ 
torian  sailing  vessel.  A  two-level 
stage,  resulting  from  the  building 
of  the  forecastle  and  the  quarter¬ 
deck  on  the  stage,  will  make  pos¬ 
sible  a  great  variety  of  action  and 
groupings.  The  stage  committee 
has  acquired  hundreds  of  feet  of 
rope  for  rigging,  and  rope  work 
on  the  "Pinafore”  in  an  effort  to 
make  the  stage  an  exact  reproduc- 

Colorful  Costumes. 

Authentic  period  costumes  will 
be  used-  The  captain  and  Sir  Jo¬ 
seph  of  the  Admiralty  will  be 
clothed  in  brilliant  satins  w  i  t  fi 
buckler  and  sword,  befitting  their 
rank.  The  admiral's  sisters,,  cous¬ 
ins.  and  aunts,  are  to  be  garbed 
in  gayly  colored  ruffles  and  lac¬ 
es  that  were  the  fancy  of  the  no¬ 
ble  ladies  of  that  period.  The 
common  sailors  will  sing  their 
sea  ditties  from  their  everyday 
navy  blue  middies  and  slacks. 

“H.  M.  S.  Pinafore"  will  be  the 
big  production  this  spring,  since 
the  fourth  play  has  been  cancelled. 
Season  tickets  for  the  plays  will 
be  honored  for  “Pinafore.”  The 
prices  for  the  matinee  Thursday 
afternoon  at  3:30  are:  grade  chil¬ 
dren  10c,  high  school  25c,  and 
adults  40c.  The  reserved  seats  at 
Friday  evening's  performance  as 
follows:  students  35c,  and  adults 
55c,  tax  included.

Time  on  Diamond. 

The  1943  edition  of  the  Wart- 
burg  Knight  baseball  team  will 
travel  to  Luther  college  at  De¬ 
corah  for  their  first  encounter 
of  the  season,  next  Saturday’, 
April  17.  It  will  be  the  first 
meeting  of  the  two  schools  in 
baseball. 

Coach  C.  C.  Van  Dyke  has  been 
working  his  squad  of  some  20 
baseball  hopefuls  intensively  the 
past  two  weeks,  in  order  to  find 
a  winning  combination.  Only  one 
letterman  and  two  other  squad 
members  from  last  year  have  re¬ 
ported  to  Coach  Van  this  season. 
Every  other  squad  member  is  a 
freshman. 

In  the  first  week  drills  consist 
entirely  of  loosening  up  with  a 
little  hitting  practice.  Pitchers 
have  been  working  out  regularly 
with  the  catching  candidates,  and 
next  week  should  find  the  boys 
hard  at  work  against  good  pitch¬ 
ing  in  the  batting  drills. 

All  the  positions  are  wide  open 
at  the  end  of  the  second  week  of 
practice.  The  pitching  duties  will 
be  handled  by  two  freshmen  who 
come  to  the  'Knights  with  plenty 
of  experience  from  their  high 
school  days — Merlyn  Kleen,  a 
fireball er  from  Pomeroy.  Iowa, 
and  Henry  Flessner,  another  fast¬ 
ball  pitcher  from  St.  Joseph,  Ill. 
Both  are  righthanders.  As  their 
battery  mates,  two  other  fresh¬ 
men  are  battling  it  out  for  the 
catching  position.
